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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1- 7, 9-33 and 35-37 are allowable. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In response to 
remarks and claim amendments made in Applicant's Amendment 04/14/2005, and, 
upon conclusion of a comprehensive search of the pertinent prior art, the Office 
indicates that the claims, as amended, are allowable. 

Regarding claims 1 and 29, patentability exists, at least in part, with wherein the chassis 
comprises an obstacle in a circuit board entrance of the chassis and wherein the first 
card guide portion (claim 1) or means for guiding the circuit board (claim 29) is angled to 
guide the circuit board in the first direction around the obstacle. 
Regarding claim 23, patentability exists, at least in part, with wherein the chassis 
comprises an obstacle in a circuit board entrance of the chassis and wherein the card 
guide portion comprises one or more bends, and wherein the guide pins slide through 
the one or more bends to guide the circuit board in the first direction around the 
obstacle. 

Regarding claim 33, patentability exists, at least in part, with wherein the chassis 
comprises an obstacle in a circuit board entrance of the chassis and wherein the step of 
positioning the first portion of the card guide comprises positioning the first portion of the 
card guide at an angle to guide the circuit board around the obstacle. 
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The prior art does not does not disclose a combination alone, or, in part which teaches 
or suggests all the limitations of the claimed invention in the nfianner as claimed by the 
Applicants.
